CHEROKEE LANDS 
NOW IN DEMAND 


Speculators Buy Allotments, Hop- 
ing Recent Supreme Court De- 
cision Will Aid Them. 


MUSKOGEE. I. T., May 13.—It is stated 
upon good authority that some of the local 
real estate dealers are buying Cherokee 
lands regardless of their restrictions, bas- 
ing the legality of their action upon a re- 
cent decision of the United States Supreme 
Court, which holds that, when an Indian 
has been given title to his allotment he is 
no longer a ward of the government, 

This decision, it is held, will prevent com- 
plications in the sale of lands by Indians, 
where the title has been regularly signed 
by the Governor of the Nation and the 
Secretary of the Interlor. The potnt is 
mide that this entire country, which has 
been divided into allotments, at one time 
belonged to the Indian Nations. Deeds to 
the property become legal when signed by 
the Socretary of the Interior and the Chiefs 
of the several Nations. 

The decision of the United States Su- 
preme Court under which the real estate 
men are making these purchases was in 
the case of a saloon keeper in Kansas who 
sold whisky to an Indian who had been 
given a deed to his allotment. The saloon 
man was convicted in the United . States 
(‘irenit Court, but carried the case to the 
Supreme Court. which reversed the find- 
ing of the lower tribunal, holding that an 
Indian, when he has been given a deed, in 
reguiar form, to his allotment. is not a 
ward, but a citizen of the United States, 
and that a man could not be punished for 
selling whiskv to an American citizen. 

The decision was handed down only a 
short time ago, and taking advantage of 
it, several real estate men have invested, 
for speculation, in Cherokee lands. The 
Cherokees are the poorest of the five In- 
dian tribes in the Territory, and readily 
sell their ailotments when a purchaser of- 
fers. The action of the local real estate 
men may bring about legal complications, 
but they have secured opinions from some 
of the foremost attorneys in the Territory, 
who claim the decision will hold good. 

In some cases, it is said, the lands are 
purchased even before the contest period 
expires, the buyer taking chances on this 
point. The lands bring good prices, as the 
Cherokee Nation is one of the finest agri- 
cultural sections of the Territory. Some 
lands bring as high as $25 an acre.

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NEGROES GREW 
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‘And, Accordingly, the Whitecaps 
Organized to Drive the Prosper- 
ous Colored Men Out of Missis- 
sippi Counties Where They 
Owned Farms. 


STATE COULDN'T CONVIOT, 
SOCIETY PACKED JURIES. 


But Uncle Sam Has Taken a Hand 
and Indictments and Prosecu- 
tions by the Hundreds Are Fol- 
lowing—Vardaman Aids Gov- 
ernment. 


— 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
TACKSON, iss, May 13.—The indict- 


ment of 308 citizens of Franklin County by 
the Federal grand jury in Jackson, which 
has created such a profound sensation 
throughout the commonwealth, is the cul- 
mination of troubles that have been brew- 
ing in that county for nearly three years, 
and it is believed that the interference of 
Uncle Sam wiil mean the deathknell of 
whitecapism in that section of the State. 

The history of the whitecap organiza- 
tions in Lincoln, Franklin and Amite coun- 
tins forms one or the most remarkable 
chipters in the criminal annals of Missis- 
sippi. The organization has fortunately 
been confined ‘to these three counties, with 
the occasional sporadic but inconsequent 
cemoustrationg in Pike, Copiah and Jeffer- 
gon counties, and in extent of its ramifica- 
dions has been almost as formidable as the 
KKu-Klux Klan of the reconstruction days. 

A conservative estimate places the num- 
ber of citizens in Franklin, Lincoln and 
Amite counties who have been connected 
With whitecap leagues during the past 
three years at fully 4000. All of these 
members, of course, have not participated 
in the numerous outrages that have been 
commivted from time to time, but in every 
instance they have taken the horrible oath 
of the order and fully realized that to re- 
veal its secrets meant punishment by 
death. 

Even among those who are thoroughly 
familiar with the whitecap organization it 
is impossible to fully understand its mo- 
tives and purposes. The outrages commit- 
ted, of course, have had negroes as their 
principal victims and the organization was 
doubtless inspired by racial prejudice, but 
what the members hoped to accomplish by 
Giiving all the negroes from that section 
of the country is impossible to fathom. 


Jealous of Negroes. 

Jealousy has also played a large part, 
Many of the negroes in these three coun- 
ties prior to the incipiency of the trou- 
bles, were in a very prosperous condition. 
Unlike the negroes of the delta, they were 
a frugal, hard-working set, and many of 
them owned their little farms and were 
making modest headway in accumulating 
worldly goods. Supply merchants were en- 
abling them to purchase tracts of land on 
easy terms, and the number of negro 
farmers on the realty assessment rolls was 
increasing steadily year by year. 

This was not at ail satisfactory to the 
White husbandry of the three counties. 
Envy rankled in their bosoms. They did 
not like to see the negro sharing with ‘them 
ownership of the lands, and it was espe- 
Clally objectionable because of the fact 
that when a negro farmer purchased a 
Small tract and started to till the soil on 
his own account it immediately deprived 
some white farmer of a tenant or laborer.. 

This was the beginning of the troubles, 
Which have grown steadily worse from 
month to month, The whitecapper leagues 
were formed, and at first they held open 
sessions, but kept their purposes very 
quiet. Under a misappretrension as to what 
motives were really behind these leagues, 
many good, peaceful and law-abiding citi- 
vens readily joined, until the membership 
assumed most formidable proportions. 


i Negroes Told to Go. 

Then the outrages commenced. Negroes 
who were working on their little farms 
Tecvived written notices, posted on their 
doors at night, to leave the county, ac- 
companied by threats of dire punishment 
for failure to do so.. Many departed at 
once. Others, more venturesome in nature, 
remained. Every threat was made good. 
Whippings" were frequent, and dead ne- 
groes found by the roadside or in tthe flelds 
Were quite common. . 

It would he interesting to know just how 
many mutTders and cold-blooded assasina- 
tions are attributable to the whitecap or- 
@anizations in Lincoln, Franklin and Amite. 
Unfortunately no accurate record has been 
kept, but if it were known the mortality 
list would be appalling in length. 

Killings were so frequent that they at- 
tracted no more attention than a dsturb- 
a@nce of the peace. An exodus of negroes, 
of course, followed. The members of the 
Tace moved out by the hundreds until some 
Sections were almost depopulated. And 


_ @till the outrages continued. The white- 
@aps had been given a taste of blood and 


thirsted for more. 

Month succeeded month and no better- 
ment of conditions wns shown. The 
courts were powerless to punish the of- 
fenders. The organization was of such pro- 
portions that the tribunals of the law were 
held completely tn its clutches. No man 
oo0uld be convicted of a erime who belonged 
to the whitecap league, no matter how 
heinous his transgression. He only had to 
give the sign of the organigation to the 
jury by whom he was being tried and a 
verdict of acquittal promptly followed. The 
sign was made by passing the left hand 
across the face. It was answered by pass- 
ing of the right hand across the face. 
Brotherhood in crime was thus established 
and the prisoner went free. 


Declared Outlaws. 
Two years ago Gov. Longino issued a 
prociamation setting forth the deplorable 
Gonditions existing in these three counties, 


galling on the officers of the law to ‘per- 


_. ¢ form their duty, and declaring every mem- 


er of a whitecap organization an outlaw. 
‘The campaign of aggression was first 
on ¥ Amite County, and here the |

speedily, settled. Lists 
were obtained and evidence secured showing 
the membership of the whitecap. league in 
that county, and a grand jury was empan- 
eled that performed ‘its work most effect- 
ively. The result was the arraignment of 
about 900 citizens before the Circuit Court. 

Fortunately, the troubles in Amite had 
not been so serious as in JLAncoin and 

anklin, and many of the members who 

ad ae, the league were genuinely pen- 

itent. Nevertheless, they realiz the 
trouble in which they were involved, and 
employed the ablest criminal lawyer in 
the estate, Hon. N. Miller of Hazei- 
hurst to defend them. 

(Mr. Miler deciined to carry. the cases 
into court. In the first place, it would 
have been impossible to @tve trial to all 
the accused parties, for there were not 
enough innocent men in the county to 
serve as jurors. A conference between th: 
court officials and the attorney for the 
defense followed, the result of which was 
an agreement in writing signed by the 
members of the whitecap league in which 
they acknowledged the error of their way 
and consented to abandon the organization 
and become peaceful and law-abiding cit- 
tzens, 

This settled the trouble in Amite. At 
that time it was the only logical solution 
that presented itseif, and has since proven 
quite satisfactory. With but one or two

cceptions. there have been no lebor or | 
racial troubles of any nature whatever in 
the eogunty since the agreement was signed. 


Troubles in Lincoln 


Lincoln County traces its whitecap organ- 
ization to the league in Franklin, as the 
narent body. and this is doubtless correct. 
At any rate, the outrages became so fre- 


quent and the erimes so_ heinous that two 
years ago the law-abiding citizens were 
thoroughly aroused and determined to sup- 
press the organization at any cost. But 
again the courts were powerless, and re- 
lief did not come into sight until the last 
session of the Legislature when, at the 
urgent, solicitation of many citizens, the 
Governor asked the lawmakers to set aside 
a special fund to be used in suppressing 
whitecapping outrages. This was done and 
the Governor employed A. J. Hoyt, a de- 
tective. to co-operate with the Lincoln 
County Law and Order League and collect 
evidence against the members of the white- 
; eague. 

“Hoyt arled steadily for six months, and 
finally achieved complete success. He ob- 
tained the name of every member of the 
league and proof of the most convincing 


sort against them. At the term of the 
Circuit Court in Lincoln County last No- 


vember a grand jury was secured that was 


afraid.to do its duty and about three 


hundred Lincoln County citizens were in- 
dicted for whitecapping. 

Serious trouble was feared when the par- 
ties were brought into court and arraigned. 
but fortunately. it was averted. The Goy- 
ernor had troops im readiness to send to 
the scene if their services should be neaded, 

The Law and Order League, being as- 
sured of the repentence of :cores of mem- 
bers, decided to prosecute only those who 
had been guilty of murder and felonies. As 
a result of these trials 16 persons were 
sent to the penitentiary, among the num- 
ber being several of the wealthiest farmers 
in the county, notable among the number 
being David Posey, whose life sentence was 
recently affirmed by the Supreme Court 
after a spirited legal fight. The others 
accepted their sentence without a murmur. 


Sheriff Indicted. 


“Suspend prosecution’’ was entered 
against the passive members of the organ- 
ization. In other words, the indictments 
were hela up pending good behavior. In- 
cluded in the batch of true bills was one 
member of the Legislature, a young fellow 
named Montgomery, who is likely to have 
troubles before the bar of the House at 
the next session. A member of the board 
of supervisors named Wills was also in- 
dicted. The orgahization was effectively 
broken up. For four months Lincoln has

been one of the most law-abiding counties | 
in the state. 

Hoyt next moved his scene of operations 
to Franklin County. Here he pursued a 
somewhat different plan of work, but it 
was none the less effective, as the 308 in- 
Gictments now pending in_ the Federal 
Court abundantly prove. Hoyt incurred 
the enmity of Dr. A. M. Newman, sheriff 
of Frahklin County, who is among the 
number indicted by the federal grand jury, 
and in whose case the pruu...4 ognt wi 
be made. 

All of the Franklin County parties against 
whom true bills were found will be in Jack- 
son next Wednesday to #=nswer the charves 
pending against them. How they will man- 
age to get out of their troubles with Uncie 
Sam is a problem that is giving them much 
Serious thought, and advices from the coun- 
ty state that the news of the wholesale 
finding of the grand jury has created al- 
most a panic, and nearly every member of 
the whitecap organization is ready to plead 
eullty and bee the mercy of the court if 
they could be assured of squaring accounts 
by the payment of a nominal fine.

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Leigh Hunt Tells of His Success- 
ful Experiment With Four Tus- 
kegee Graduates on His Planta- 
tion in the Nile Country. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NDW YORK, May 13.—There is a field for 
' the educated American negro in Africa, and 
he has already found it out, according to 
Leigh Hunt, the American business man 
and traveler who has just arrived here 
from abroad for a stay of several months. 
' Mr. Hunt has important mining interests 
in Corea, but his latest enterprise is a cot- 
ton-growing experiment in the Soudan. 
Last year he purchased a tract of 50,000 
acres of land for agricultural purposes 
from the Soudanese Government on the 
railroad route between Berber and Suakim 
and spent the winter there superintending 
the cotton experiment. 

In an interview with a Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent Mr. Hunt outlined an experi- 
ment with the American negro in the Sou- 
dan quite as interesting as that of cotton 


ng. 

“In the first place,’’ said Mr. Hunt, 
“please don’t call me a millionaire or a 
promoter. Call me a frontiersman, for that 
is what Iam. I make my home on the 
frontier. This city life, with its luxuries 
and confinement, would be the death of 
me 

‘Now, as regards my bringing American 
negroes into the Soudan, I am reluctant to 
talk on the subject. Some of the stories | 
publishéd about it have been absurd. [ am 
not fathering a colonization scheme nor 
planning to take 40.000 negroes to Africa. 
The ciphers were gratuitously added. 

“The question of emigration as a solu- 
tion of our negro problem is a difficult one 
to answer. It is a big subject and I don't 
pretend to know what can be accomplished 
in that way. What I do believe is that, 
given favorable. conditions, the educat- 
ed negfo can establish a home for him- 
self in a foreign land and prosper there. 
Two important desjderata in such a move 
' are congenial climate and the absence of 
' competition with white men, especially 
where We prejudice is operative. 


Negroes Doing Well. 

‘“‘Now, on the strength of this belief, when 
it came time to find men to fill positions as 
overseers on my plantation. I requested 
the Booker Washington Institute at Tuske- 
. gee to send me four negroes who had been 
' educated in that school. These men came 
Over about a year ago, and I can say that 
thus far there has been no cause for dis- 
appointment in the experiment. The ne- 
groes are technically educated men and 
good workers. They have got along well 
“with the Soudanese laborers, and the in- 
fluence of the Americans on the natives 
has been the best. 

“After being with me some months these 
men sént for some ‘of their Tuskegee friends 
in the South, who joined them, and there 
_ @re still others arranging to go over. All 
these are educated negroes; there are no 
places for the others,

RALTIMORE, May 13.—Except for the 
painting, the largest floating dry dock in 
the world, which: is being built by the 
Maryland Steel Co. at Sparrow’s Point, is 
completed, and probably will be launched 
about the middle of this month. The paint- 
ing has been in progress since early in 
March, but so much bad weather has been 
encountered that the work has not pro- 
gressed very rapidly. About 400 men have 
been employed for nearly two months in 
cleaning and painting the big dry dock, but 
it will still take half a month of good ary 
weather to finish the job. 

Just why so many painters should be em- 
ployed on one job has been a source of 
much speculation to many laymen who 
have viewed the dock, but when it is known 
that there are over 1,600,000 square feet of 
stec] plates in the dock to be given three 
coats of paint this will be understood. Over 
180 tons of red lead are required for the 
job. The painting can be done only in dry 
weather. 


Ahead of Contract Time. 

The dcck is for the United States Gov- 
@rmment, and is for service in the Philip- 
pines, and even if it is not launched before 
June 1 it will be more than a month ahead 
of contract time, July 20 being the date 
named for the expiration of the contract. 
Had it not been for the severe winter and 
the damp weather encountered since the 
painting was started the dock would have 
been completed now. In addition to being 
practically completed in advance of the 
time named in the contract, the company 
nas gone the Government one better in re- 
gard to the lifting capacity of the dock. In 
the contract it Is stipuated that it shall 
lift a 16,0%-ton battleship. This has been 
exceeded, and its maximum lifting capacity 
is placed by the builders at 20,000 tons. 


Without Sponsor or Champagne.

Test in Patuxent River. 

As soon as the dock is afloat it will be 
made fast to tugs and towed down the 
bay to the Patuxent river, where tests 
will be made with one of the largest bat- 
tieships in the navy. The name of the 
vessel is yet a secret. Much interest is 
being taken in the tests by naval officers,

After the tests it 
will be turned over to the Frcs arenes by 
the Maryland Steel Co. and towed to the 
Philippines, a distance of over 14,000 miles. 


Largest in World. 


The dock at eee Point ia the larg- 
est in the world, and there are “og | two 
ether floating dry docks that can be favor- 
ably compared with it. One of these has 
a lifting capacity of 17,500 tons, and was 
also built by the Maryland Steel Co. for 
the government in 1902 and is now in ‘ser- 
vice at New Orleans. The other is owned 
by the British government, and wus buil 
in England. It has a lifting capacity o 
16,500 tons. There are numerous floating 
docks in the world ranging from tons 
up. The first floating Gry dock ever built 
was constructed in England in 1868. It was 
towed to Bermuda by two men-of-war, the 
Agincourt and the Terrible. These vessels 
were paddie-wheel boats and were also 
fitted with salls. The first dock was semi- 
circular in shape and had the appearance 
of a huge rocker.

HEN Oscar Sims left the country 
W school in which he learned to 
read, write and cipher he was an 
average American farmer's boy.

Katte 
has lost her good name at the hands of 
two boys, names I will not mention and 
ff I was to leave her we would both be 
deprived of the privileges we once en- 
joyed and knowtng that death is sure and 
to set an example for the boys and girls 
to go by I am willing to take my own life 
in order to keep my promise of the 28th of 
December.

On Thursday Katie, to whom he read 
this letter, also wrote a note of farewell. 
Her chirography is clearer than Oscar's, 
her le:ters are better formed, but she 
follows him in ideas and copies his phrases. 
Below is her note: 


Dear Mother and Father—I will write 
these few lines this morning as we are g0- 
ing to take our lives, as I suppose you 
know what for. 

Mother, I want to be buried in my wed- 
ding sult, my white slippers and stock- 
ings. I want Annie to have my watch and 
the rest of my clothes. Give Bessie that 
picture In the little dresser drawer. It is 
our wedding picture. Leave my rings on 
my fingers. I will give you all good-Dy 
for when you see me again I will be still 
in death. I told Oscar when we were 
talking about getting married that | had 
lived a true life, thinking he would never 
know-the difference. But, alas, he found 
I had not. So that meant separation or 
death. Separation would deprive both of 
us of the privileges we once enjoyed, and 
knowing death is sure, so death is the 
quickest way out of it. Hoping the life I 
have lived will be a warning for ali girls. 


I have taken but one liberty with her 
farewell. In her agitation she concluded 
on eath of her two note sheets. It may 
huve been her desire at first to say noth- 
ing about the causes that impelled them 
to» scif-destruction and that after argu- 
ment she yield to Oscar and wrote an 
additional message. We will never be 
able to say if this be true. The message 
must stand as it appears. 


Each wrote with a pencil. 

Friday morning Katie tidied up her 
house after breakfast and Oscar set about 
the final preparations, 

He had fixed upon a method that would 
insure thelr happy dispatch. 


A broken sawbuck was set in the door- 
yard, the spilt cross-pliece resting on the 
ground and supporting one crotch. Oscar 
drove the butt of a single-barrel shot- 
gun into the soft soll and leaned the bar- 
rel against the crotch. He found a branch 
of an apple tree to an end of which ad- 
heread the stub of a twig. 


Oscar gave this Dranch to Katle and bade

her stand before the gun so that the muzzle 
aimed at the base of her heart, and showed 
her how to totich the trigger of the cocked 
gun with the twig on the stick she held. 

They had talked to the utmost length of 
weariness.

THE KAISER’S LATEST SERMON. 

The full report of the Kaiser’s latest sermon as now pub- 
lished authentically in the Evangelische Kirchen Zeitung 
is not less’ remarkable than his other efforts as a lay 
preacher. 4 

He wishes to make it clear that Russian disasters in 
the East are due to “the deplorable condition of Russian 
Christianity” and to show that if the Russians gvere more 
consistently Christian they would conquer all the Japanese 
who could come out against them. 

“We must not draw from the victories of a heathen over 
a Christian people the conclusion that Buddha is stronger 
than our Lord Christ,” he says. 

Now Buddha, as heathen instructor, taught that those 
who would follow his gospel, must not kill under any cir- 
cumstances whatever. He preached that it was a great 
wrong to kill a man on any account, a wrong to kill even 
a brute. He attempted to show that the greatest blessing 
in life is to be killed in the attempt to live harmlessly. 

It is scarcely necessary to go beyond Buddha to the re- 
ligion which shows turning the other cheek to the smiter 
as a means of escaping homicidal struggle. 

Yet in the face of this, with both Christianity and 
Buddhism in full accord against both Russia and Japan, 
the head of one of the most enlightened nations of Europe 
makes the results of international] politics a struggle be- 
tween Buddha and Christ. 

The Kaiser is the most eloquent lay preacher among the 
rulers of the world.” But can he think?

WHAT IS BEING DONE ON THE PANAMA CANAL, 
Chief Engineer John F. Wallace in Harper's Weekly. 


The work done on the isthmus during the past nine 
months is more significant in the fact that it is largely pre- 
paratory to the work that Is to come. 

Engineering parties are covering the entire isthmus, mak- 
ing surveys and checking the French data—mapping and sur- 
vceying the streams and finding out the discharge of the va- 
rious watercourses, in the Chagres river particularly; taking 
borings to determine the character of foundations available 
for dams and determining the geological formation of the 
isthmus along the canal line. This work is being done to 
verify the data which was found in the French archives and 
to secure additional information. ’ 

In the engineering and construction department during the 
month of March there were 5000 men employed. In this force 
are 700 Americans—civil engineers, clerks, foremen and me- 
chanics—men of the higher grades and directing operations, 
including steam-shovel men and trainmen. There are 1100 
native artisans—machinists, carpenters, bricklayers and 
other skilled artisans—composed of Jamaica negroes, Span- 
ish, Central American peons, all classes of labor other than 
Americans. f 

In addition to this, in the sanitary department—draining 
swamps, clearing jungle and work of that character, and 
scrving as officials of the zone government, police force, etc. 
--there are practically 2500 men. This force of 7500 men, 
under the auspices of the Isthmian Canal Commission, is in- 
creasing daily. For instance, in the Culebra excavation, a 
new steam shovel is installed about every two weeks, This 
means more cars, more engines, more crews. 

The force engaged in the canal requires extensive housing. 
In the architects’ department there are 964 men engaged in 
planning, rebuilding and repairing houses. That work is 
being pushed as fast as the men can be employed to do it, 
and as fast as the materials can be obtained from the United 
States—where most of the material of all sorts comes from. 


GOOD AND BAD IMMIGRANTS.

Prof. Haeckel cf Jena, well Knowrm to American readers 
and lately author of ‘‘The Wonders of Life,”’ is quoted as 
saying that the best of the German race has been driven out 
of Germany and has come to the United States.

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TELEGRAPHING PICTURES. 

The picture telegraph of Dr. Korn of the University of 
Munich has been so perfected that in ten to twenty min- 
utes a photograph four by seven inches in size can be sent 
through a resistance corresponding to 1000 miles, The por- 
trait or design to be transmitted is on a trassparent film, 
which is wound around a glass cylinder, and upon which a 
lens forcuses a point of light that passes through the film 
to a selenium cell in the cylinder. The bright and dark por- 
tions of the picture cause the ray of light to vary the re- 
sistance of the solenium cell to an electric current passing 
through it, and this variation produces a corresponding in- 
stantaneous brightening or darkening of the glow in a 
Tesla vacuum tube at the receiving end of the wire. Except 
a pin point aperture, this vacuum tube is covered with wax 
or rubber. The light ray from the aperture falls upon a 
sensitive film wound upon a cylinder, and as this cylinder 
and that of the transmitter are moved in unison the light 
and shade of the original picture are reproduced in proper 
place on the second film, giving a new photograph accurate 
in minute detail. 


A HUGE MOTOR FIRE ENGINE. 

London has shown less interest in the motor fire engine 
than in the motor bus. Steam propelled fire engines are in 
use in Liverpool, Brighton, Plymouth, Portsmouth and other 
English cities, and have given reasonable satisfaction. But 

London has, until the present time, tried only one “adapted 
machine of this kind. Now, however, writes United States 
Consul Hamm from Hull, it claims to have the largest and 
most powerful motor fire engine yet built. It is of 50 horse- 
power and capable of throwing 600 gallons of water a min- 
ute to a height of 150 feet. It is proplled by a steam water- 
tube boiler, situated between the rear wheels. It is heated 
by a petroleum burner, in which the fuel is sprayed into the 
furnace, In front of the boiler is the engine, with a pair of 
inverted cylinders driving two direct and double-acting 
pumps. The pumps can be disconnected from the engines, 
and by throwing into gear a pinion ‘wheel, the motor drives 
a countershaeft, from which the power is transmitted to the 
wheels. Thus the same motor takes the vehicle to the fire, 
and on arrival pumps the water. The engine carries enough 
petroleum for a 40-mile journey. It is steered by handwheel. 
It ie fitted with single solid rubber tires and “nonskids.” 
This motor fire engine was a few days ago run up Black- 
heath Hill. This has a gradient of one foot In nine or ten 
feet, and horsed fire engines go up at a walk, with the men 
on foot. The motor engine went up with a full load of 
eight men, hose and appliances, at 15 miles an hour, and was 
gathering speed on the stiffest part of the climb. 


MACHINE FOR MEASURING LOGS. 

In a recent consular report, attention is called to a new 
device for measuring the cubic contents and linear measure 
of logs by United States Consul Creevey, stationed at Glau- 
chau, Germany, and he says from test, which he witnessed, 
it is evident to him that the apparatus is much more reliable 
than the recognized standard tables, which are generally 
used for arriving at the same result. It can be applied to 
either gang or circular Saws, At the test which the Consul 
witnessed the device was shown in operation on @ gang saw 
operated by a chain belt from the feed roller gear, and so 
geared that the length of the log is registered as it is drawn 
into the saws. By the attachment of a small roller, placed 
between the feed roller and the saws and fastened to the 
feed roller, the irregularities of the log’s surface, by the ris-

ST. LOUIS, May 11.—These are the re- 
cords of a little expedition to see how a 
city gets down to earth after six months in 
the clouds with the greatest of World’s 
Fairs—a slight investigation into the morn- 
ing after. so to speak—together with some 
casual observations concerning the town 
itself, and one or two of its human institu- 
tions, to say nothing of the Chronicles of 
Matthew Kiely, Chief of Police, as related 
by Clerk John Ryan of the Southern Ho- 
tel, the best story-teller in Missouri. 


“Where would you prefer to live if you 
couldn't live in St. Louls?’’ I asked a na- 
tive. 

‘Well,’ he said, after deep thought. “I 
guess I would take East St. Louis; that’s 
just across the river you know.” 

St. Louis is the City of the Batisfied. It 
has no tremendously rich men, as men are 
reckoned tremendously rich in the loafing 
places of millionaires, nor are its poor par- 
ticularly obstructive. It has some 700,000 
folks, mostly concerned with paddiing 
their own canoes, and looking out on the 
world with calm regret that there are #0 
many who are deprived of the blessings 
they have. 

That is the town trait. They observo 
curlously the bloviation of Chicago and 
read of the running around in circles in 
New York with mild interest, but with no 
desire to emulate. Whatever is, is pretty 
good for St. Louis. 

Of course, there is plenty of businese en- 
terprise and al] that sort of thing, but 
the people themselves belong to a large 
Don’t Worry Club. Everybody knows 
everybody else in the residence parte of the 
town. The society, the churches, the home 
life is based on a general acquaintance of 
all participants, thus retaining many of 
the village characteristics. 

When a St. Loute man accumulates 
money he does not like a Chicago man or 
a San Francisco man or a Pittsburg man, 
rush off to New York to butkd a house and 
epend it. He goes to New York, and has 
a fine time, but he always gets back to 
St. Louis, and when he leaves he takes the 
ferry so he can see the Great Town fade 
slowly from view. Then he reaches St. 
Louis and says: ‘Well, this old town is 
good enough for me.”’ 

‘We don't give a —— for the East," sald 
a forceful citizen. “Of course, we have 
financial relations and all that, but, just 
the same, we don’t give a —— for the East. 
We are pretty good ourselves.’’ 


St. Louis Satisfied.

Probably some of the things that are 
lacking in St. Louis come from this spirit 
of content. The great cities in the coun- 


try are dissatisfied, nervous, eager to do. 
Gt.-Louls is satisfied. She goes along in 
her own way, and any person who comes 
in and tries to change that way puts him- 
self against a municipal sentiment over- 
powering and all-pervading.

The Civil War deprived St. Louis of the, 
South, her natural market. The South 
couldn't buy and St. Louis waited until she 
could. Now with the tremendous develop- 
ment of the South and Southwest St. Louis 
is growing in every way.

Meantime, there are enough 
people of the old!southern type and enough 
to hold the town

The World's Fair was a sort of first year 
in high school for St. Loubs. | 
They started out to make it bigger than 
anybody's fair ever had been, and it was 
so big that it stunned one. They put up a 
good-sized pot of money and didn’t expect 
to get it back, and they didn’t. There is 
no mourning over that. To be sure, the 
Fair didn’t have the crowds it should have 
had, but that was due to a number of 
cCautuwes, one of which was the lack of the 
preper kind of advertising. Still, it is over 
now, and it was a wonderful. show. The 
St. Louis men worked for years to bring it 
about and carry it through. 
What has happened since? This: The 
croakers who said the city would be set 
back years hav» been silenced. With true 
St. Louls caution there was not the wild 
foray into hotel Lulidings and that sort of 
enterprise that marked the Chicago Fair. 
St. Louls peoplo went ahead slowly. They 
didn't build much. They figured on taking 
care ef the crowds with what they had, 
and they succeeded cdinirably. 

This spring St. Louis is experiencing a 
building and real estate boom that the peo- 
pie who xnow tho city say is phenomenal. 
There have been more transfers of real 
estate and mere buildings projected and put 
under way than in years before. The local 
papers print statements every few days 
showing that instead of falling back the 
city is striding forward in all sorts of grow- 
ing ways.

Carter of New York City, in angSpen let-

TELLS OF HIS GREATEST BATTLE IN THE

Nov. 3, 1899. I was in the poorest shape 
of all my contests, and the fact that I 


went through those 2% terrific rounds and 
won makes me name that fight as my 
hardest and best, 

“Tom was never satisfied with the de- 
cision I got over him in our 20-round fight 
in ‘98, and after I won the championship 
from Fitgsimmons, Sharkey didn't let me 
rest until a match for the title was ar- 
ranged. 

“It was during my training for this fight 
that ‘Billy’ Delaney and I came nearer 
to a separation than we ever did before 
or since. Although the Sharkey match 
was made only a few months after I had 
defeated Fitz, I had taken on weight and 
was ‘way above what I considered my 
fighting figure. I set up training quarters 
at Asbury Park in the same cottage in 
which I had trained for Fits. Delaney, 
Tommy Ryan, my brother Jack and Brnest 
Roeber, the wrestler, constituted my train- 
ing squed, 

“Delaney insisted that I should not take 
off too much weight. that It would weaken 
me; but I was afraid of being slow, and 
I took to long roed runs under the hot 
sun. I outran all the others, and once, 
when Jack accompanied me on horseback, 
the horee fell from sunstroke after we 
had run for almvust an hour over the hills,

“T know now that Delaney was right, and 
that my own atyle of training at that 
time was ’way off. It weakened me. Be 
sides, I was not in as good health as 
when I met Fitz, I had spent a few months 
in Burope after becoming champion, and 
the trip didn’t agree with me, I guess.

DELAWARES THE VICTIMS 


om —_——- or or 


Forced to Accept $150,000 in 
Full Payment of All Claims, 
Aggregating $14,000,000. 


Special to tee et. 1... May 13.—Johh Bul- 
lett of Claremore, is one of the few men 
living who removed with the Delaware In- 
dians in 1868 from their home in Wyan- 
dotte ‘and Leavenworth Counties, Kansas, 
to the Cherokee nation, in Indian Territory. 

He has seen the Delawares pass from a 
rich and powerful tribe with millions of 
dollars in invested funds to their credit, to 
a people without national existence and 
with merely a pittance compared with the 
riches of the five civilized tribes and the 


Osages. : 
The full bloods, within Mr. Bullett'’s mem- 


not more than a dozen. All the other mem- 
bers of the tribe now living in the Terri- 
tory are of mixed blood through the inter- 
marriage with noncitizens or Cherokees, to 
which people they were made subservient 


by the treaty of 1866. 

John Bullett was only a boy when the 
head men of the iribe sold their lands to 
the railroad company that was afterward 
merged with the Missouri Pacific and con- 
sented to move to a new and strange coun- 
try, where they were to be subject to the 
government of the Cherokees. Head Chief 
John Connor and Assistant Chief Charles 
Journeykake and other leaders of the tribe 
bargained with the railroad company to 
sell al] the land of the 98 members of the 
tribe for $25.00 an acre. The railroad com- 
pany had scarcely bought this land until 
it was resold at from $30 to $40 an acre. 
The individual members of the tribe could 
have obtained their price as well, but they 
trusted the transaction to their leaders and 
were thus robbed through dishonesty or 
incompetence of their vast estate. 

Thus, robbed of a large part of their 
heritage through the acts of members of 
their own tribe, the Delawares were fur- 
ther reduced to comparative poverty by the 
failure of the United States government 
to keep its agreement in paying for lands 
it had purchased of the tribe. Mr. Bullett 
says that he and others of his tribe have 
figured out that the United States govern~ 
ment is actually indebted to the Delaware 
Indians in a sum running over $14,000,000. 
In liquidation of this debt the government 
has agreed to pay the Delawares $150,000, 
the payment of which will begin in a few 
days. Before they could get this sum they 
signed a release of all claims against the 
United States. 

The $14,000,000 claimed by the Delawares 
included interest and face value of invested 
funds and money from the sale of lands. 
Included in the claim is a provision for re- 
imbursement for the difference in the value 
of paper money and gold, the government 
having paid interest to the Indians in paper 
money of depreciated value during the pe- 
riod of the Civfl War instead of gold. 

If the Delawares had received their just 
dues from the government, according to 
Mr. Builett’s figures, each member of the 
tribe in the next few weeks would draw 
something over $12,000 instead of a meager 
$150 or less, and each would have been in 
pessession of a snug fortune outside the 
value of his allotment. The Delaware al- 
lotments amount to about seventy acres 
each. Some of them have surplus holdings, 
but the most of the surplus land has been 
taken up in large tracts of from several 
hundred to thousands of acres by a few 
of the schemers of the tribe. The Del- 
awares are thus shut out of the per capita 
payments that are made so often to tindi- 
viduals of the five civilized tribes.

HAVANA, May 13.—In Havana, the ‘‘Par- 
is of the West Indies,”’ there is a New 
York gambling-house, pulled up root and 
branch from the metropolis and transplant- 
ed in tropica) soil. Dealers, attendants, 
paraphernalia, furnishings and proprietor 
are all from New York. None of the 
outfit speaks Spanish except the doorman, 
and as a linguist he is more ornamental 
than useful. 

The establishment is called ‘‘the Cuban 
Cinh,”” although no Cuban who has not 
first been subjected to a third degree ex- 
amination has ever passed its portals. The 
Cuban “trade” is not wanted. Thetravel- 
ing publico—the American tourist of the 
better class—is catered to. Such people 
as John Jacob Astor, Proctor Smith, E. 
R. Thomas and Joseph Leiter have been 
enrolled upon its membership jist. The 
proprietor of the “‘club’ is William T. Bar- 
bridge, who was Frank Farrell’s partner 
and who divides horiors with Richard A. 
Canfield as an art connoisseur, because he 
also displays luxurious taste in the outfit- 
ting of his places of business. 

No expense has been spared in making 
“the Cuban Club” luxurious. The rental is 
$6000 and its fittings cost $100,000. So suc- 
cessful has it been during the season just 
closed that larger quarters will be found 
for it before the tide of Americans sets 
Havanaward next November. And beyond 
this, so encouraged are the gamblers over 
the situation in general that plans are now

Fought Antigambling Laws. 
The laws of Cuba are very strict as re- 
es of chance. It was to test 
these laws and to feel the pulse of the 
200,000 Americans who pass through Havana 
in @ year that ‘the Cuban Club’”’ was be- 
gun on what is now considered a small 
scale when compared with what is planned 
for the future. 

“Jai alai’’ is about the only game of 
chance where betting is openly counte- 
nanced by the Havana authorities, and this 
is so because it has come to be regarded as 
@ national institution and for the further 
reason, it is asserted, that many of the 
most influential of these authorities are in- 
terested in the proceeds of the sport. Be- 
hind ‘jai alai’’ is a powerful clique that 
discourages all other forms of betting 
games, and between this clique the police 
and the disappointed gamblers who hoped 
to acquire the Havana field for themselves 
“the club’s’’ management has had to “jump 
hurdles,’’ financial and otherwige, almost 
from the time ite doors were opened un- 
til just before the close of the season, 
when, every means having been exhausted 
to dislodge the gamblers, the authorities 

ractically admitted their helplessness and 
hat in the future the business of the es- 
tablishment could proceed in substantial 


peace.

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No More Do Long Lines of Pil- 
grims March to the Famous 
Monastery to Honor the Lady of 
Laghet. 


IN YEAR OF DESOLATION 


Only a Few Peasants Worship in 
Its Former Sacred Precincts 
and Make Offerings Through 
the Grated Doors. 


Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

MENTONE, May 13.—The peasant knelt 
on his wooden stool and bent his head be- 
fore the little snrine. He wae an old man 
with a wrinkled, sun-tanned face. The 
lands he clasped before him were Knotted 
and brown as the trunk of an olive tree. 
His round felt cup lay on the stone slab 
beside him. Above him our Lady of Lagh- 
et, the Lady of Miracles, stood in tinsel 
majesty with two guttering candles set on 
iron spikes offering her wan homage in the 
noontide giare. 

Through the window of the whitewashed 
gallery peered down the great mountain of 
Mont Agel, crowned with the walls and 
entrenchments of the fort in the clouds, 
the fort that guards the Riviera from the 
sea and the rFench frontier from the invad- 
ers if Italy should ever move upon Mar- 
seilles along the Mediterranean. From the 
entrenchment line the white stone precipic- 
es dropped sheer for 300 feet into the pine 
woods, and the pine woods fell in dark 
sreen billows untll they faded into the sil- 
very gray of the vlive groves; and the olive 
groves clambered down the slopes until 
they reached ths deserted little valley 
framed in laurel and cactus and giant fern 
and stately cedar where stood the monas- 
tery of our Lady of Laghet, wherein the 
peasant kneit in prayer. 

A-year. ago the monastery was of no 
small importance in the Rornan Catholic 
world. Bishops and even cardinals came 
to walk under the tree ferns on its ter- 
race, beneath the wat.ls of which a stream 
ran tinkling In the shadows. Trains of 
pilgrims marched upon the mountain roads 
and gathered in chatting groups before the 
ancient inn across the monastery square. 
In the great church with its high altar 
agleam with gold and silver and set about 
with splendid pictures, the monks moved 
in their ordered ritual, and their sonorous 
chantings were carried down the defile. 

But in the course of years there arose 
in France a certain genileman of the 
name of Combes, who rose to great emi- 
nence and power. He held it the duty of 
the state to cut itself adrift from all Sa- 
cred things. From which came many 
scenes of pathos in Normandy and Bor- 
deaux and about Paris, and also in Prov- 
ence of Savoy. For the order went forth 
that al! religious orders were to be utterly 
abolished from the face of France. 

So one morning there came marching 
down the pilgrim’s road a detachment of 
gendarmes and a little gentleman in black 
bearing a bag in his hand. They entered 
the great doors of the monastery in the de- 
file. and presently there issued forth a pro- 
cession of monks singing a penitentia! 
psalm as they passed away from their 
home forever. And the little gentleman in 
black, quite unmoved by the fierce mur- 
murs of the gathering villagers, fixed the 
government seals upon the doors of the 
church, put the keys in his bag and disap- 
pearcd with the serenity of a man who 
has performed his duty under trying cir- 
cumstances. 

Yet for several months the faithful came 
wandering back to the Church of Our 
Lady of Laghet. Before the great doors 
they burnt their candles and decked the

old stone entrance steps with forget-me- 
nots and lilies. as if they had been the 
altar itself.

Of all the thronging crowds of 
the past, of the monks and bishops, of the 
princes and nobles, of the travelers and pii- 
gtims, of the villagers and shopkeepers, 
there remained today but this old peasant 
kneeling in solitary silence before the it- 
tle shrine, and of all the rich offerings 
there was left but one bow! of wild flow- 
ers, which he had placed before the church 
doors on which hang the broken seals.

r ITH his real rollicking girl star, 
W Ethel Barrymore, suddenly 
stricken with Ibsen mania, 


Charles Frohman had to do something des- 
perately frivolous—so he presented the 
first typical summer show of the season. 
‘The Rollicking Girl,” at the MHerala 
Square Theater, is Hattie Williams, Aimee 
Angeles, Thelma Fair and countless others 
—but, especially, Sam Bernard. Also Joe 
Coyne passes current as an “art patron,” 
and is even more divertingly foolish than 
art patrons usually are. 

If the careful, critical analysis and psy- 
chological appreciation ordinarily devoted 
to such winter shows as “A Doll's House’’ 
and “When We Dead Awake” were turned 
like a searchlight upon “The Rollicking 
Girl,” we are bound to admit that the lat- 
ter would yield by far the more fruitful 
results. True, Ibsen writes his things sin- 
gle-handed, and is very jealous about per- 
mitting musical or terpsichorean interpola- 
tions—the ‘‘Doll’s House,’’ for example, has 
hothing but that one beggarly tarantella at 
the finale of the second act, which never 
could be made a real feature, even though 
staged by Ben Teal. 

Whereas, look at the aggregation of tal- 
ent enlisted in the production of Sydney 
Rosenfeld’s musical play, the aforesaid 
“Rollicking’ fantasia; Mr. Rosenfeld, a 
scientist of recognized eminence; Mr. Fran- 
cis, a Weber-Field composer of renown, 
and Messrs. Clare Kummer, Benjamin H. 
Burt, Bratton, Douglas & Ball; Moran & 
Firth and Ranken & Sloane, contractors 
for the “extra musica: numbers” interject- 
ed to make full measure.

| N these pages a few weeks ago was related 
tne remarkable story of how a woman 
—Ida ‘Tarbell, authoress—had struck 4 
body blow for the Peop!e ag-»inst the Standard 
Oil Company. And now today is illustrated a still 
more extraordinary achievement by a woman 
against an equally gigantic and oppressive trust. 
Mrs. Mary E. Marey of Kansas City, typewriter 
and stenographer, who may bring the Beef Trust 
to its knees, has placed a mass of evidence against 
it in possession of the Federal authorities, which 
may go far to destroy the monopoly. 

Mrs. Marcy is a quiet, pretty woman, under 30 
years of age, who secured employment with the 
Swifts, for whom she worked eight months, and 
with the Armours, by whom she was employed 
six months. As a typewriter and stenographer 
in the office of these concerns she was in a posi- 
tion to know all their secrets. The letters of the 
Treasurer and of the Legal and other depart- 
ments passed through her hands. But nobody in 
the offices of the packers imagined that a clerk, 
much less a woman,, was collecting evidence 
against them. 

Mrs. Marcy had literary ambitions. The more 
letters she wrote for the packers, the more she 
was impressed with the elaborate frauds they 
were working 6n the public and the opportunity 
thus presented for making literary use of such ma- 
terial. She kept her notes and even took carbon 
copies of many of the letters. 


Then she began a remarkable series of exposures, 
which were published a few months ago in the [n- 
ternational Socialist Review in Chicago and whieh 
are probably destined to achieve national reputa- 


d for Swift and Armour.

And I heard the attorneys say it would he a 
very easy matter to either bluff or force these men to 
drop them, It seems that none of the other packers in the 
combine will give one of them, who is a poultry “picker” 
and is in urgent need of money, a job. The father of the 
other man is a retail butcher, to whom the combine has 
raised its prices, and made strictly ec. o. d. terms, and 
to whom they will, if necessary, absolutely refuse to sell 
meat. So you see they are not worried over their inabi ity 
to get these young men into. line.

had all the experiences the wheel could give them and 
they passed it by. Nevertheless, several million people took 
the trip at 25 cents each—not enough, however, to pay the 
manning the wheel, the fuel for its boilers, the oil for 
the big 33-inch axle ahd the lease of the ground. The 
wheel was allowed to stand in its place, deserted and un- 
moving, after five years of operation in Ferris Park. The 
owner of the ground failed to receive his rental.

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“I have the wheel as security,” he told himself, “and if 
they do not pay me I can seize that.” 
As time wore on, however, he became uneasy. He made 


an attempt to collect his rent.

Then the question occurred to the lessor, “What shall 
I do with the wheel?” It could not be operate! at a profit. 
It was dead stock. “Take the wieel off my ground,” he 
urged them. ‘ 

“We are bankrupt,” they answered. “We don’t want the 
wheel and we haven’t enough money to take it down.” 

To have taken the wheel down would have cost $35.000 
to $40,000. Those who saw it put up at: St. Louis will 
understand the reason. It required the erection of two 
strong false-work towers, each 150 feet high, beside the big 
legs which supported the axle of the wheel. These towers 
would support the big boom derricks used in lowering the 
heavy iron beams and rods that made up the wheel. Der- 
ricke would then have to be p'anted securely on the axle 
of the wheel to take out the first section so as to allow the 
wheel to swing by its overweight toward the towers as 
each succeeding section was laboriously taken off. The 
wrecking of the wheel at Chicago and fits re-erection at 
St. Louis occupied from Nov. 23, 1003, to May 15. 1904. 
Even with this, it required extra shits and Sunday work 
to complete the work in this peried. Skilled labor of high 
quality was required for the work. Structural iron work- 
ers receiving 561-4 cents per hour had to be employed, and 
they had to be insured against accident at a cost of 7 per 
cent of the total payroll. This was the situdtion at Ferris 
Park when the owner demanded that his ground be cleared. 

“There were houses al] around the park and the whee!

has some of the most difficult and wearisome duties 


known to journalism. I get my answers by asking the 
questions myself after they have reached me by mail. 

True, there are useful books which are of value in a 
search for information. but they nearly all contain just 
what is not wanted by people who ask questions. Biogra- 
phers and historians omit interesting facts, newspaper 
accounts are certain not to have the very thing that curi- 
osity craves, and a world of details not dreamed of by 
writers are demanded by persistent questioners, who are 
not to be put off. 

Often a question arises which but one man in St. Louis 
can answer, and he has just left to be gone for a: fort- 
night. Another question which must be referred to some 
old citizen comes in. The old citizen who’ is said to 
“know all: about it” is found to have ‘forgotten; he sends 
me to some other old eitizen, who also doesn’t recollect, 
anu after the round: of old citizens has been made, and 
nothing definite has teen learned, I must try a long search 
among the old reeords, which may or may. not lead to the 
light. Then every question must wait for space. There 
are always many more than there is room for. 

The World’s Fair year was the most trying in all the 
history of newspaper answering. Thie-Fair aroused the 
world’s curiosity, and started millions of new questions. 

Who answer the questions’ Preachers, teachers, law- 
yers, reporters, consuls, chemists, doctors, city officials, 
politicians, real estate dealers, florists, druggists, mer-

chants, architects, builders, electricians, jewelers. den- 
tists, railway officials, artists, soldiers, marines, pension 
and civil service officials, the nice, obliging posteffice young 
women, astronomers, mathematicians, men who make 
flags, linguists, secretaries and various other intelligent 
and obliging people who are willing to aid in circulating 
useful information. Heaven bless them all! There is 
only now and then some narrow, suspicious person, liv- 
ing in a groove, who is so timid or selfish as to imagine 
that the answer to an honest question may somehow 
wreck his business. Most people are not only kindly and 
realy with any.answer they can give, but they express 
their regret at the magnitude of the work. 

With ‘so many people serving him, the questioner should 
he more considerate. He should never write a ques‘ion with- 
out first reading the rules. Questions addressed to “the 
editor,” to the Sunday editor, or merely to “Post-Dispatch,” 
are always delayed in delivery, because they go to the 
wrong person. The editor never sees the questions until 
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the answers are in type and then he is likely to “kill” any 
answer that is taking up’ too much space! The writer 
Who sends uestions to the editor is not much ahead of 
the man who sends an advertisement to him, supposing 
that he nct only edits the paper but that all the thou- 
sands of advertisements pass through his hands. 

Some of the people most helpful to fhe are those who 
discover errors in the answers and call attention to them. 
Of all things, accuracy is perhaps the most diffienlt. Truth 
is not in the bottom of a well; it’ is fathoms below the 
bottom. The most eareful collectors of information some- 
times get on the wrong track, but they are always ready 
to get back to the right one whenever it is clearly indi- 
cated. 

A great deal of information given in a column of an- 
swers is to persons who never seem to read anyth'ng, or 
who seem to forget as fast as they read. It is said that 
the information which sometimes seems in most demand 
is the “stamp language,” whether a Cathoiic can be Presi- 
dent, what county St. Louis is in. and whether there is a 
premium on some old coin that never has any premium. 
The coin craze is “something aw ul.” [t is a nulisance that 
cannot be abated. Thousands of people are disappointed 
every vear by coin answers.

As the question is generally ‘one which he 
canyot answer, the questioner threatens to come to the 
office and have him “fired.”

bov who has caught one, and every St. Louisan who eats 
one. calls it crawfish. The crawfish season has just opened. 

Far up the street, breaking int the music as it comes 
from behind the screen doors of the drinking places, in a 
St. Louis district that has all its life after the sun has 
set, the sojourner hears a harsh cry that sounds like an 
alarm, the call for help of a man in distress, shrill and 
penetrating. He cannot make out the words. There are 
two syllables. It might be “Police!” or “Stop thief!” with a 
strong dwelling accent on the last syllable. Startled, he 
looks in the direction of the cry, expecting that a sound 
of scurrying feet, of someone trying to escape after the 
commission of a crime,*will follow the cry. No one of those 
around has stopped his occupation or looked up to learn 
the cause of the cry. Then it comes again, nearer and 
clearer, and he recognizes it as a sound of the street, and 
it is repeated at intervals he makes out’the cry to be 
“Craw-feesh!” It is ‘the most characteristic cry of the 
metropolis of the Mississippi Valley, after nightfall, during 
the crawfish season. 

The crawfish peddler has succeeded the Hot Tamale man. 
Instead of a can he carries a chip basket with perhaps 12 
dozen cooked crawfish in it, when he begins peddling. The 
average price is 10 cents a dozen for little crawfish and 20 
cents a dozen for the large fellows. The basket is soon 
emptied. There is profit in the business. Every St. Louisan 
has seen the downtown streets littered in the morning 
with the shells of crawfish. The ordinary way of eating 
them is to crack the shel!s in vour fingers and dig out the

Men fishing for crawfish line the banks of neighboring 
bodies of water all through the spring months, catching 
the crustaceans with improvised apparatus, This sap. 
paratus consists merely of a rod or branch of a tree, to 
the end of which a string is tied carrying a piece of meat 
of some kind, preferably, according to the expert ¢rawfish- 
ermen, calf’s liver. A landing net is also used, impro- 
vised from a barrel hoop, nailed to a broomhandle an! 
carrying stretched across it a thin fabric. The bait is al- 
lowed to sink and to rest some time in the muddy water 
close to the shore. The crawfish approach in numbers to 
eat it. As the bait is drawn to the surface the crawfish 
follow it. Just before the bait emerges from the water 
the fisherman slips his net into the water under it and the 
crawfish, if they let go the bait, fall into the net. Fre- 
quently they hold to the, bait until it is lifted far out of 
the water. One fisherman frequently puts out as man, 
as 30 lines in a row on a muddy flat.

No sauce is used on the crawfish by the 
street huckster. The fish are boiled until they are red as. 
a well done lobster, and people eat them without the addi- 
tion of condiments. 

This is only one of the many ways in which crawfish 
can be prepared. “ome three or four of the leading ca‘es 
serve crawfish in many toothsome ways. Crawfish soup 
is « favorite with many of their customers. Some of the 
leading business men of 8t. Louis dote on crawfish soup 
and travel long distances to the cafes where it is served. 

One St. Louis caterer says it takes five persons more 
than a day to prepare the crawfish for the. 30 gallons of 
soup he serves on & certain day. Two quarts each of three 
different wines, two pounds of butter, and the essences of 
anchovies are used in the soup. It is very rich and filling. 

As a rule the diner only orders a small bird or piece of 
meat to complete his dinner, after eating one bow! of craw- 
fish soup, Boiled crawfish soup with a rich French sauce 
is another popular order. 

The crawfish becomes plentiful in the Mississippi Valley 
during the spring floods. Any person who has, during a 
great flood, gone to the East Side, to the American Bot- 
toms, where the contour of the ground does not supply 4

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Warm Welconx  xtended to Coachman 
Husband, Wealthy Wife and Their 
Baby on Their Return From Europe— 
cAndrew Carnegie’s Dower Gift of 
$20,000—Not One of the Carnegies 
Present at the Wedding. 


All this took place nearly a year ago, 


when Miss Nancy Carnegie, Andrew 
Carnegie’'s favorite niece, married 


James Hever, her mother’s stableman, 
but formal announcement has just been 
made of it. To be exact, the wedding 
.took place on May 27, 1904, in New 
York. A Roman Catholic priest pe'™ 
formed the ceremony. With ‘al) her old independence the 
pretty bride invited every one of her own family. The 
family, however, chose to be unrepresented. As for \irs. 
Lucy Carnegie, the bride’s mother, she is still unre onciled, 
though Mrs. Hever’s brothers and sisters have welcomed 
the bridegroom into the family circle: The Laird of Skibo 
has done that, too, thereby arousing the Duke of Man- 
chester to retaliation, because of his encomiums of Hever 
at the expense of a “worthless duke.” 

But it was not until there was a little Hever born to 
the bride and bridegroom that the Carnegies said a word 
about the marriage. Even then it was not_ the mother 
or the brothers or the ‘sisters who told the secret, but An- 
drew Carnegie himself, just before he sailed for Europe. 
This was his announcement: 

“Our niece, Naney, was married more than a year ago 
to Mr. Hever and is very happy. We received ker and her 
husband upon arrival from Europe Sunday last at our 
house. Her sister and two brothers came to New York 
to welcome the covple. My wife was on the pier to greot 
them, as were the others. 

“Mr. Hever is not rich, but he is a sober, moral, well. 
doing man, and the family would much ratner have such 
a husband for Nancy than a worthless duke.

his good fortune. It was the same story at Bradley's livery 
and boarding stable, where once he made his headquarters;

every day; at the Ceatral Park Riding Academy, and at 
Durland’s. 

"He waa one of the finest fellows in the business,” said 

©. 8. Bailey, emphatically, “and he deserves his good luck,” 
and Chipchase and the Durland men azreed with every 
word of it. 
It was only last week that Mr. and Mrs. Hever left New 
York for a little trip im the country. They arrived from 
Furope three weeks ago and were met at the dock by 
Mrs. Andrew Carnegie, the aunt, and Mrs. Hever's two 
brothers, Morris and Coleman, as well as Mra. Freder'c 
C. Perkins, her sister. Mre. Hever rushed down the gaug- 
plank of the Celtic, right into their arms, and the welcome 
she got :eft me doubt as to its heartiness and sincerity. 

To begin at the beginning of this remarkable romance, 
let it be said that never has a word heen said against 
James Hever, hostler, groom, coachman and head siable 
‘man. He is of Irish parentage—tall, clean-visaged, well- 
set-up, curly-haired and lithe. What he doesn’t know

two children, a boy and a girl. The girl is now 10 and the 
bev is 6. They are at school in the country. Mrs. Hever 
No. 1 did not find it difficult to do ber own housework, and 
her husband thought it not at all strange that she should, 
but Mrs. Lever No. 2 has servants to do it for her. 

Five years, ago Mrs. Hever No. | died. 

The husband was grief-stricken. But the excitement 
of a new place, which carried with it more salary and some- 
thing of a promotion, kept his mind off his griefs. He had 
been engaged as head stableman by Mrs. Lacy Carnegie of 
Pittsburg, widow of Thomas Carnegie, Andrew Carnegie’s 
brother and a millionaire several times over at his death. 

This was in the winter of 1900 and 1901. With the 
Carnegies, Hever went to Dungeness, their great place of 
18,000 acres on an island off the Florida coast. There 
James Hever had full charge of the stables, with their 150 
head of horses—a great promotion for him, because he 
had known what it was to labor in the stalls himself as 
groom and hostler. 

No doubt ‘he was an expert. Mrs. Carnegie would not 
have engaged any other. His duties were very important. 
Chiefest of all, it was his daily business to instruct Mrs. 
Carnegie in the art of tooling a four-in-hand coach. His 
next important task was to direct the education of her 
handsome daughters in the general art of horsemanship. 

And so, Hever, the stableman, met- Miss Nancy (ar- 
négie, Andrew Carnezie’s favorite niece, one of the belles 
of Pittsburg society. 

Now, Miss Nancy was a Carnegie all over. She knew 
her own mind and she followed its dictates. She didn’t 
mind a bit stepping upon anybody else’s toes. Blond, im- 
perious, vivacious, almost, dominating, she never knew 
what it was not to have her own way from the day she 
made her debut in Pittshurg society. And what made 
her position the strénger was the very interesting fact 
that she had a fortune in her own right, and wasn’t at all 
dependent upon anybody for anything. 

It was a long, delightful winter at Dungeness. The girls 
rode and drove and hunted over the great estate. wth 
Hever always there to show them just how to handle their 
horses. That he took any particular fancy te Miss Nancy 
never occurred to anyone, and least of all to the stable- 
man or the millionaire’s niece. When Hever left in 1901 
to go to New York to go into business for himself, it was 
with genuine regret that the faniily let him go.

Hever made friends fast. Several prominent men took 
an interest in his horses, and following them, he spent his 
summers in Newport and Manchester, Mass.. just out- 
side of Boston. When he met Miss Carnegie at Newport 
it wasn’t thought at all out of the way when 
he was ettgaged to pit the finishing tourhes upon her edu- 
cation in horsemanship. 

His splendid horsemanship, good character and fine man- 
ners made him a@ general favorite, and nobody wondered 
when he and Miss Nancy took long saddle rides together, 
day after day. 

Mise Carnegie found that the handsome widower—-he was 
$7 then—had won her affections, and in the quiet gloom of 
a country road she said the “Yes” which the stableman 
begged of her. 

Now, it wasn’t in Nancy Carnegie’s makeup to keep the 
thing quiet. She was fully of age, and she knew her own 
mind theareughly. That ver> day she told her mothe: 
and her brothers and her sisters. 

“I love Mr. Hever and | am. going to marry him,” was 
her way of announcing her engagement. 

Of course it can be only surmised what Mrs. Carnegie 
said, All Pittsburg knew that she had great ambitions 
for her daughter.

daughter, to what ambition could she not aspire for Mis; 
Nancy? Even a duke, perhaps. Had not Miss Carnegie 
herself been bridemaid at the wedding of her chum, Miss 
Alice Thaw, to the Earl of Yarmouth, and were not the 
Carnegies of far more wealth than the Thaws, who are 
just plain millionaires? 

At any rate, James Hever, stableman, went to Mrs. 
Thomas Carnegie, his employer. What passed between 
them is not public property. He frankly stated his love 
for her daughter and requested the honor of an engage- 
ment and marriage with her. As Hever told his friends 
about the stables in New York afterward, he knew it 
would make no difference. He wanted Mrs.- Carnegie’s 
consent, but he knew the daughter would marry him 
whether he got it or not. 

He didn’t get it. 

So the girl took the wedding arrangements in her own 
hands. Brought up a Protestant, she .decided taq,adopt her 
husband’s religion and become a Roman Catholic. They 
found a priest, to whom the situation was explained. and 
he, finding that both were of lawful age and with no 
reason against their marriage, made them man _ and 
wife and gave them his blessing. They sailed for Europe 
at once. 


Miss Nancy had written little notes to all her family, 
giving the time and place of her wedding. Not one was 
present. Mrs. Carnegie was almost prostrated, but this 
did not deter Miss Naney. The happy couple toured 
Europe slowly and in March a little baby was born to them 
at Brighton, England. As soon as it was safe to travel 
they came back to the United States last month. 

The family knew that Hever, stableman no longer, was 
bringing back his pretty wife. There was plenty of chance 
given to them to meet her at the White Star wharf, and 
they availed themselves of the opportunity—that is, al! 
but Mrs. Carnegie, the mother. Andrew Carnegie sent his 
wife, and would have ,gone himself, save that pressing 
business kept him at home. But he made up amply for 
that by inviting Mr. and Mrs. Hever and the baby to eme 
to his house for luncheon. 


The iron master wouldn’t consent to their leaving at 
all that day, and so the best suite of rooms in the great 
Carnegie mansion were placed at the disposal of the 
Hevers. For the first time in his life, Hever si'ept under a 
Carnegie roof as a guest and not.as a simple emp oye. 
Next day the happy wife and her husband, taking the 


baby with them, went down to the Lorraine, where Mr. 


and Mrs. Perkins were staying. There they took an ex- 
pensive suite of rooms. With this as headquarters the 
couple’ started out to find a permanent home. 

“We want a farm,” announce! Mrs. Hever, “where we 
ean. raise horses and ride and drive as much ag we WAnt. 
We have in mind a big place, with every possible facility, 
and when we get it we wil] settl» down.” 

They sought such a place in New ‘Jersey, but cou'd find 
nothing suitable. Morristown was suggested, bit Mr. 
Hever demurred, because once he had been a coachman 
there, and it wouldn't be quite agreeable for him to meet, 
as a neighbor, people whom once he had served and saluted 
deferentially. They finally decided upon Greenwich, Conn. 

They- were there a fortnight ago, looking over suitable 
properties. Mrs. Hever had been there often as a guest of 
her Uncle Andrew when he occupied “Alta Crest,” and she 
loved the hills ard dales well enough to settle down there 
herself. Thev found the Rhynlander farm just what thes 
wanted—-a typical New England place, owned by Varian Bar. 
ker. Mr. Barker is fond of horses himself, and he has a 
half-mile track where he trains horses for market and for 
his own use. The Hevers were delighted with everything 
they saw, but Mr. Barker demurred when they offered. to 
lease the place. However, when a $5000 offer was made

for a year’s tenancy, he gave in, and as soon as things can 
be properly fitted up as befits a Carnegie, Mr. Hever will 
bring his wife there. 

Even in his present good fortune the former stableman 
showed his thorough-going democracy. Instead of going to 
the best hotel in Greenwich, he and his wife were content 
to lunch at the Windsor Cafe, a modest place in the vil- 
lage, frequented only by townsfolk and by the coachmen 
and grooms of the more wealthy summer residents, 

The Rhynlander farm is near North Cos Cob, just beyond 
Greenwich, near the estates of E. C. Converse, Ernest 
Thompson-Seton and Clyde Fitch. The farm will be made 
thoroughly up to date, by Mr. Hever’s orders, and the house 
furnished anew. The family expect to vcecupy their new 
quarters before June. 

New York saw much more of Hever than of his wife 
while they were at the Lorraine. Hever did not put on 
any airs at al] just because he had married a Carnegie, 
but spent a great part of his time about the stables 
where once he had worked. He made the rounds of the 
ring at the American Horse Exchange, shaking hands with 
his old cronies, the grooms and hostlers. He was always 
at Chipchase’s stable for a good part of each day, receiving 
cordially the congratulations that were showered upon him. 
At the Lorraine he made himself one of the most incon- 
spicuous guests, dining nearly always in his’ rooms with 
Mrs. Hever. They drove in Central Park in the afternoons, 
just as they had in other days, when, as coachman, Mr. 
Hever courted his mistress’ dafighter. Just after their 
marriage they had their pictures taken in Central Park, 
Miss Carnegie driving the tandem which Mr. Hever owned 
and has since sold at a good, round profit. 

Whether Mrs. Carnegie is reconciled yet or not to her 
daughter’s marriage to the former stableman is not known. 
She declines to discuss the matter at all, even with her 
most intimate friends. Andrew Carnegie, however, has 
made no secret of his pleasure, and those who know him 
best say that his announcement of the marriage was «@ dis- 
tinct slap at his sister-in-law, Mrs. Thomas Carnegie, be- 
cause she had aspired to a title for Miss Nancy—even a 
dukedom. Though the mother-in-law kept silence, the 
Duke of Manchester was provoked to a reply by Mr. Car- 
negie’s statement. As he said, when Mr. Carnegie’s an- 
nouncement was shown to him: 

“I am much edified by Mr. Carnegie’s announcement that 
he preferred a coachman to a duke as a nephew-in-law,” 
fnid the Duke. “Perhaps, all things considered, it is more 
appropriate. For once I am able to compliment Mr. Car- 
negie on his sense of fitness.” 

“Little Nancy” was Mr. Carnegie’s pet name for his niece. 
Had not a little daughter been born to him Mrs. Hever 
would have been his chief heir. Ag it is, it is understood 
that Mrs. Hever’s name is mentioned in Mr. Carnegie’s will 
for a most liberal inheritance. He gave her $20,000 when 
he learned of her wedding, just as he has given to all his 
other nieces.

Mrs. Hever made her debut in Pittsburg eoricty six vears 
ago. She had been educated at Miss Porter's School in 
Farmington, Conn., with all that this implies. Her Inst 
appearance in Pittsburg socially was when she was a bride- 
maid at the wedding of the Earl of Yarmouth and Miss 
Alice Thaw. She was a belle, of course, not only because 
of her wealth, but also-as much more by feason of her 
beauty, her tact and her distinctly frank and engaging 
ways.

he has dictated letters to me borrowing at least $900,- 
“That is taking too many chances,” he declared. “If we 
exploded the dynamite it might weaken the wheel in some 
part without bringing it down. Then the men who went 
to work on it would be taking their lives in their hands. 
We wouldn't know where the weak parts were. We would 
have to take big risks.” 
Engineer Bennett then worked out the plan of “throw- 
ing” the wheel which will be followed. Undet this plan, 
every element is open to calevilation. Nothing will be left 
to chance. Here is his plan: The total weight of the con- 
struction, including wheel and towers, is 4600 tons. The 
wheel alone weighs 2400 tons. ‘The enormous weight of 
the wheel is carried on a single piece of metal—a steel 
axle 45 feet long, 33 inches thick, weighing 74 tons. The 
axle is carried on two journals, one on top of each of the 
built-up towers. These journals are not different in kid, 
but only in size, from those on the hangers which su port 
the line-shaft in ordinary machine shops. There is a cylin- 
drien] depression half the diameter of the shift ani a 
eylindrical cover also of half the diameter. The cover fits 
over the shaft and is belted to the lower piece, making 
a tight bearing. In the Ferris Wheel the “cover” weighs a 
ton and the lower section of the journa) weighs eight tons. 
The bearing surface of the journal is lined with brass, as 
in the journals of railroad trucks, to reduce friction. 
The plan of the engineer is to lift off the cover of the 
journal and then to cut off tke projecting sides of both 
journals on the east side. Wher this has heen done the 
wheel and its axle can ensily be rolled off the top of the 
tower by the pull of a 250-hors power hoist'ng engine 
which the company is using. The engineer has planned, 
however, to control the movemen’ of the wheel after ft 
rolle off the tower. Before the j- nal is sawed through, 
an inclined plane of heavy timbe ill be built un@er the 
wheel, to furnish a track or Fruny. on which the wheel 
may roll.

vised the erection of the wheel three times and its wrecking 
twice, and who will supervise its final demise, tells the 
story: 

“I got word at the park that the wagon had broken 
down,” he says, “and drove to the scene. The wrecking 
crew of the street car line reached the place at the same 
time I did. Half the cars on thé line were already banked 
up behind the broken-down wagon. The street car wreck- 
ers were so earnest to clear the track they wouldn't give 
me a chance. T saw in a minute that the axle was broken 
and that it meant putting up tackle and us'ng big jacks 
and a fresh wagon, [ saw, too, that the girder was big 
enough to occupy the entire street and that it would take 
three weeks of hard work before the street would be open 
to traffie again. 

‘Unhitch yvour hor-es and go back to the park,’ I told 
the drivers. ‘God speed vou,’ I told the street car wreckers, 
who were getting out their puny little jacks and levers. 
They worked on the girder all day, until their engineers 
eame, and then buit a temporary track around the block 
to let their cars through,” 

lf a little matter of 24 tons can produce stich an effect, 
what will 2400 tons do? 

It is probable that a crowd of giant proportions wil! at- 
tend the obsequies of the wheel. The fence has been moved 
close in to the wheel, leaving Forest Park open to the pub- 
lic to the north, where an unobstructed view of the 
cataclysm may be had. On the downhill side, within the 
fences, no one, not even the workmen, will be permitted, 
until after the wheel has hit the earth and the debris have 
settled. The engine that supplies the power to start the 
wheel rolling will be planted several hundred yards to the 
eastward, out of harm’s way. 


The principal expense in this method of wrecking the 
wheel will be that of sawing, chiseling and drilling off the 
ends of the journal. No false work will have to be built for 
this. The workmen will stand on platforms hung to the tow- 
ers. The entire expense of wrecking the wheel by this meth- 
od is estimated at $1000. This will be covered many times 
over by the value of the fron. “The wheel will not be re- 
duced to scrap iron,” says Engineer Bennett. “Thé only 
iron that will go to the scrap heap is the castings. The 
rolled work, including the angle, channel and I-beams are 
of the standard sizes used in structural iron work. The rods 
are also standard-and of great length. The lower girders, 
which are of plates, will be sheared into proper sizes for 
the market, Handled in this way there will be considerable 
salvage on the wheel. 

Everyone of the 7,500,000 persons who have made the 
trip in the whee! carries n peasant memory of it. In ad- 
dition there are 32 happy households in various parts of 
the United States which are the result of marriages cele- 
brated on it at the St. Louis Fair, At Chieago only one 
woman made the trip standing on top of the wheel. At 
St. Louis there were thousands. The girls in the conces- 
sions at the wheel made this a regular poon-time diversion. 

Six workmen have been kiled in its history. Two of 
these were men on the ground killed by falling obje ts. A 
falling sledgehammer struck a maa during the fi st eree- 
tion at Chicago. A falling pin struck a workman during

the erection at St. Louis. Two men fell off the axle of 
the wheel. Attaches of the wheel had a practice of stand- 
ing on the axle, for the edification of visitors, while the 
wheel was revolving, and two met their death by falling 
off.

Mock Auctions and Their Cure 
$6 ‘VI OCK och "TION’ is the name given to a method 


of selling undesirable commodities to the 

feeble-minded.” With this sarcastic re- 
mark, Mr. Alfred Moore commenced a paper on “ ‘Mock 
Auctions’ and Their Cure,” which he read to members ot! 
the Auctioneers’ Institute of London recently. He attribut- 
ed to lethargy the fact that nothing has been done by any 
a or association to stop “a serious and a growing 
evil.” 

“There is probably some truth in the statement,” said 
Mr. Moore, “that London is the only city in the world 
where a man may walk along one of the most frequented 
streets every day, at the same hour, and meet different 
people every time. If it were otherwise, could a man near 
the Bank of England have been selling one ‘bankruptey 
stock’ for ten years? The chief qualifications and posses- 
sions of the ‘auctioneer’ are a shiny silk hat, a large ham- 
mer, a $50 license and what Sam Weller called ‘the gift ot 
the gab wery gallopin’.’ Near the auctioneer stand sundry 
hungry-looking individuals known to all wise men as ‘pulf- 
ers.’ 

“In Fenchurch street I heard the following: ‘Now, gentle. 
men. I’m in for the rent—everything must be .. These 
two fountain pens, worth and sold at 20s; sixpet bid; 
nitepence bid—the two sold for ninepence.’ The next lot 
comprised two ‘gold-rolled’ rings, which sold for 50 cents. 
Rings stated to be ‘real solid gold’ were on offer at &5 
cents each and another auctioneer a few doors away was 
offering to sell for about $1.50 each ‘two gold rings, with the 
Government stamp, set with diamonds.’” 

Mr. Moore recalled an amusing description of a London 
“mock auction” written by William Harvey in 1863: “Some 
half dozen spectators, hired at 25 cents a day. were grouped 
round the rostrum. The moment an inquirer crossed the 
threshhold, an imaginary sale commenced, a pair of so-called 
silver candlesticks being the first lot. The 25-cent men make 
aun offer, and if the bumpkin ventures on the slightest ad- 
vance the massive silver is knocked down to him. Ot 
course, upon examination, he finds hia treasure is made 
of common white metal, slightly washed over.” 

Mr. Moore suggested that a list of the names of these 
mock auctioneers should be submitted to the Attorney- 
General, with sufficient evidence of the methods emploved,

We represent the only market on which the 
People can buy. <A few representatives of the Trust con- 
vene every morning to decide upon the market price of 
the cattle we buy, and the market price of the beef we 
sell. And I only ask you to note, that cattle were never 
so low, nor beef so high. We read a lot in the papers 
about the prosperity of the workingman, about his glorious 
increase in wages, and his enviable condition all around; 
but we forget that during the past five years the cost of 
living has almost doubled, and that a man’s wage is not the 
amount of money he receives, but what that money wil!
